5) The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6) Claims 54, 55 and 58-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

a) The specification contains no written description of the "formed 
by...peralkylcarbonylation of amino groups on the dendrimer by alkylation of amide groups on the 
dendrimer" limitation of claim 54 {see applicant's reference to page 28, line 2 to page 29, line 24 
in the second paragraph of page 17 of the April 21, 2006 Remarks}. 

b) The specification contains no written description of the "formed by reaction of 
carboxylate groups on the dendrimer" limitation of claim 55. 

c) The specification contains no written description of the claim 58 term "second 
dendrimer comprising ... with the first dendrimer.". 
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7) Claims 58-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the compositions as described in claim 8, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for these same compositions comprising the additional "second dendrimer" as recited in 
claim 58. There is no enablement in the specification for the preparation of the two component system 
recited in claim 58 and the purpose of the "second dendrimer" cannot be ascertained. The specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

8) The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9) Claims 8-15 and 53-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a) Claim 8 is incomplete in not reciting a definition for the variable "T". 

b) In claim 8, one of the definitions of "Y" should apparently be "an unsubstituted alkyl 
group" rather than "an substituted alkyl group" (see the original claim). 

c) For claim 58, the language which appears after the term "alkyl group" which defines 
"Z" does not make sense. 

d) For claim 58, it is unclear what is meant to be encompassed by the term "a second 
dendrimer comprising ... with the first dendrimer. It is unclear what other moieties are present 
on the "second dendrimer" in addition to the "chemiluminescent enhancing moieties" {see 
"comprising" language}. 
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10) Cooper et al (US 6,440,405), in particular, col. 3, lines 35-50 and col. 4, lines 33-60, is cited 
to further show the state of the art.
